Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1, 3-4 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Magnani (6.158,747). 

Magnani in figures 9-27, discloses a board for gliding downhill skiing having an 
underfoot zone. The underfoot zone comprises a lower gliding surface (58) having a 
sole plate bordered by metal edges (60) and a top sheet (52) substantially parallel to the 
lower gliding surface on either side of the center longitudinal plane of the board. 
Magnani also discloses lateral faces (56) extending between the metal edges and the 
top sheet. The lateral faces have recesses (as shown in figures 3-4, 7, 9-10, 21-22 and 
24-25), which are located below the plane of the top. sheet and opening out in the top 
sheet. Wherein the base of the recesses forms a slope that Is inclined longitudinally 
relative to the lower gliding surface and the top sheet. 
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Regarding claim 3, Magnani discloses the base of the recesses, which is inclined 
toward the rear and the bottom of the board (as shown in figures 15-16, 23 and 26-27). 

Regarding claim 4, Magnani discloses the base of the recesses having a slope 
that is substantially constant over the greater part of a length of the gliding board (as 
shown in figures 15-16, 23 and 26-27). 

Regarding claim 15, Magnani discloses the recesses having a width, which is 
measured in the transverse direction of the board. The width can vary over the length 
of the recesses (as shown In figures 9-10 and 21-22). 

Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 3-4 and 15 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
